Claims 1-11, 19-21, 24 have been canceled. 

Claims 12-18, 22-23, 25-26 are pending. 

Applicants elected the method of treating gastroesophageal disorder as the elected

Claim 25 lines 2-5 delete the terms "gastrointestinal disease, constipation, nausea, central 
nervous system disease, Alzheimer's disease, cognitive disorder, emesis, migraine, neurological 
disease, pain, diabetes, apnea syndrome, cardiac failure, or heart arrhythmia" 

The gastroesphageal disorders are rejoined with the elected compounds as amended to 
obviate any 112 issues of the claims. The restriction of the remaining disorder of claim 25 is 
maintained without prejudice against applicants' filing of divisional applications. 

3. Reason for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have limited the claims to a small group of compounds for which the closes 

prior art is US 6,979,690 which is distinct and unobvious of the instant claims in that the instant 

R2 is alkyl with 1 to 4 carbons while the prior art has an amino substitutent. No motivation to 

replace an amino with an unsubstituted alkyl. Claims 12-18, 22-23, 25-26 are allowed.
